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1. The village of Boyarka-Budayevka (N 50-19, E 30-19), Ukrainian SSR, is located 
about 22 kilometers southwest of Kiev, in the third Kiev zone. 1 The doma 
■P.l.ltykha (houses of rest) of various Soviet ministries are located in and on the 
outskirts of the forests here, and, consequently, the village is very lively. 
Persons from all parts of the USSR come to Boyarka— Budayevka. 

Railroad Station 

rallroa d station is a small, one-story building with a waiting room, ticket 
windows, restaurant, and refreshment counter. The ticket windows are located 
near the station entrance. 

Footbridge 

3. A footbridge crosses the railroad tracks near the station. There is no grade 
crossing at this point; persons wishing to drive from the Boyarka section of 
the village to the Budayevka section or vice versa must detour about two 
kilometers. 

Business District and Bazaar 

4. The business center is located directly opposite the railroad station. It 
includes food stores and stores which sell manufactured goods. The village 
also has a kolkhoz bazaar where all kinds of kolkhoz produce are for sale. 

It has various restaurants and refreshment counters which stay open at night.
